| mia, and of the intereſt of the houſe of Auſtria, ground the 


* . aforc-laid Declaration, vpon a breach of publike peace, and 
* conſequently inthe purſure of his particular intereſt,to ferue 
his curne againſt his aduerſe party,with moſt rigorous penal- 
tics of the conſticutions of the ſaid Peacexehich conſiſt inthe 
toſſeot all his Goods,Countries, honours, & namely his life, 

Foralthough m:nwil nor diſpute nor ſtrive with the Em- 
peror touching the power that he hath, by vertue of the con- 
ſuyons aloreludof Empire, again he breakers ofthe 
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publike peace,which according to the opinion of ciuil Law, 
ers, a Iudge may iudge of, and make Decrees concerning 
bis Omce, and indic: Wdoeicy , aS alſo touchmg the con- 
ſcruarion thereof : yer it 15 moit ce! rained cuident, as well 
by the InJgemen's of ail C WE wycrs,as by naturall equi-

red hereafter, that in this pretended Declaration, there 15 r, 
reſpect had vnto the wo 1common doctrine of the Law, Or 
to naturall equity. Befides, that rhe golden Bull, as a fund: L 
mentall law ofthe Empire, in expreſſe termes molt plainely 
abſolucth this queſtion. That is whether the Empcrour may 
or can bc Iudge , in that which concernes his particular af- 


faires, or thoſe of his houſe, ſaying : That an Emperour, as *|

In the controuerfies' berweene Dtike Fbeyr and his brother, 
az alſo in the differences of Habsburg : yea, and by ſome exani- 
P $i the houſe'of Auſtria it (clfe , that-ordinanee* of tie 
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golden Bull, and fundamentall conſtitution of theEmpire, 
was corifirmed, by a conſequent obſeruation, Contidering 
that the precedent Empcrours of mott worthy memory, did 
by, alwayes lubmit themſclues totheordinary courſe of Law; at 
all times when any queſtion was to-bedecided rouehing rheir 
particular patrimoniall goods and pofſe{Lons : So tarre off 
were they irom {uffering themtelues to bee caried away to 
ſuch a paſſion and rigour i their owne intereſts and aduan- 
tapes, a5 tneluscaſc, which ar this time 1s in queſtion, Such 
kinde of violence being notexerciled in an other mans caute, 
of much greater conſequence , which concerned the loſte of 
diucrs Prouinces and notable Townes, withdrawne fromshe 
obedience of che Empire ,. the forces and rengnewes whercof 
are weakened and diminzthed more then the halfe, 
Further, and ſecondly, 1r cannot be denied, That the caſs

Aud thirdly,in this pointit is to benoted & well waighed, 
what men may iudge & cſteeme of all the points of this pro- 
| cefſe, which without all reaſon and nature it ſelfe, was begun 
| and intimated by the cxecurion. In this that Marquis Sp/nolz, 
vnder the pretence of an Imperiall Commiſſion,with his Ar- F 
mie raiſed and payed by the King of Spaine, did by manner 4 
ot hoſtility inuade the Electorall Palatinate, before the (aid 
pretended Declaration of the Ban was publiſhed. Where- 
in, therewas no manner of reſpeCt had of any of the States 
z and Countries that were neutrall, and therefore wholy inno- 
ent: asitappeareth manifeſtly by the ruine and intire deſo- | 
{ation of that ſo flouriſhing a Country,which iuſtly mightbe f 
compared with the beſt parts of Germanie,whuch is direftly 
-. Contrary tothe Emperiall capitulation : by vertue whereof, 
no Emperour is permitted, to vic any ſuch violence: bur by | 
a moſt ſingular wiſedome and fore-{ight it was referred to 
the lawes and faſhions of the Warres vicd amongſt the aun- 
.; cient Germanes, and reduced to cercaine termes in ſuch af. 
faires of the members of the Empire, in theſe words. That 
he Empire ſhall not forcibly affaile the Eleors, Princes, 
 andother Srates bf the Empire ; but hauing any queſtion or 
© controuerfic againſt any of them , to ſhun and auoid all vio- 
| 97 lence, troubles, and commorions, hee thall cauſe the ſame to 
be defcided by way of Iuſtixe , and ſhall not permit them, to 
£ de vexed, nor purſued by armes, violences, or inuaſtons. For 
| **. if in caſc of leffe conſequence, aludge, before ludgement 
5 % given, proceding by attualHorce againſt a party , loſethall 
| y iscredit , and is deputcd of the aurhority and power ofa 
Iudge,as it is moſt cruc: what may be ſaid of him,thar ſerrerh 
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vpon his aduerſe party by open force and armes, diſpoſſef- 

ſing him ofall his goods and eſtates, and at the cnd ofall his 

violences and indireQ and wicked proceedings , pronoun. *' 

_ him guilty , and proclaimerh the Imperiall Ban againſt ( 
im. 

And ſeeing, that for the fourth reaſon, inall formalitie of | 
Iuſtice, ſpecially in that which concerneth a publike vio- | 
lence and outrage, it is necefſaric, that the leaſt and meaneſt 
peſant or Citizen that is accuſed , ought tobe orderly ſum- 
moned , to yceld a reaſon of his aftions : by greater reaſon, 
it is moſtneceſſaric and conuenient , that this requiſite for- 
wality ſhould be obſerucd towards an EleQor of the Em- 
Pire, of ſo high a houſe and ſo greata dignity,as the EleQor 
Palatine, ſpecially when it concernes his goods , his eſtate, 
his Country,his life,and his honor; and to be ſhort, all that 
which he poflcſſerh in this world : For ſpecially to ſpeake of * 
the crime of the infraction and perturbation of the publike 
peace, it appeareth by the lawes of the Empire , that before 
all things ; the party, that is co be accuſed of ſucha crime, 
ſhould be ſummoned and hcard in his iuftifications,and de- | 
fences , that after an cxaQ vnderſtanding of thefaQ, iudge- 1 
ment may the better be giuen, and knowledge had whether 
the publike peace and tranquility hath bin violated and bro- 
ken. And to thatend , thagthe party may not be condem- 
ned,and ſabmitted rothe moſt rigorous paines of the Ban,at 
the only requeſt, or vnder a falſe fuggeſtion of the contrary 
Partie : which can notbe juſtified, neither by the ordinances , 
of the Imperiall chamber, made and concluded in forme ofa *! 
publike and perpetuall contra berweenethe bead and the 

members of the Empire,nor alſo by the capitulation; where- 
unto,as the precedent Emperors, ſo alfo the Emperor at this - 
day bound himſelfe by a ſolemne Oarh : within cxprefſe and 
mapifeſt tearmes ſaich, Thathis Maieſtic ſhall nor permit 
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*cytiredelolation otallthe Countrig, 


that from henceforth , any of the ſtates of the Empire, E- - 


letor, Prince, or others,thall beput into the Imperiall Ban, 
without cauſe, and withourlawtull knowledge of the ſame 2 
but that in ſach caſe , hee ſhall obſernue the formalities , and 
lawfull proceedings, allin conformity or the conſtitutions 
andeuſtermes ofthe Empire; accotding to the tenor of the 
reformed ordinances of the Chamver , and Soucraigne 
Court,publiſhedrouching the ſame. Now aithough all chis 
15 moftrrue & maniteſt,yer ithath all bin put out of coltdera- 
tion,& of the tenor of the pretended declaration: teeing that 
without citation, without knowledge of the caule., without 
any formalitic,they haue gon fo farre as in their own proper 
cauſe, to proceed to a mottmanitett iniult ſentence , and to 
declare an Eletor of the Empire to be a crun.na'! : wao by 
the golden Bull,is qualified to be one of the principall mem- 
bers ot the body, anda pillar of the Empire : wile clecto- 
rall dignity in che Empire, 1s eftzem*d to be of no lefle ac- 
count then the Royall. To whom for an accompiuſhmenc 
of all iniquity; they deny that which is due to the molt wic. 
ked and preatcſt malctac&ors., yeaand tothe wicked fpirits 
themſclues , {as ſome men fay) who are not condemaed, 
withont their cauſcbefirſt heard: ſecing thar it is altogether 
manifeſt, thar this pretended ſentence againſt the King of 
Bohemia,wasnoron:lypubliſhedwithourany tormalitic,as 
it hath'many crimes bin ſayd , bueextorted and procured by 
the importunate ſolicitations of che Spanith Ambaſſador, 
at whoſelodging the firſt cdunſcll was holden,as allo by trea- 
'ties made -vnder hand and cauteoully with the Archbiſho 
of Mmezceandothers, all without the knowledge of theEl- 
Ietora!l colledge : which ought lawtully ro af{:mble,, de- 
*mur2ly to waigh.the pernicious conſequence of fo. violent 
iand rigorous a proceeding,whereof may enſuc the ruine. and 
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And although they ſeeke to colour and excuſe thithead- 
Rrong proceeding(which is fo much the betrer knowtie,that 
tennemonthes beforcthe pretended ſenretice, they beganne 
* roprattiſethe exccurion by ſoree of armes) in this ſort, that 
2 byvertueof the Emperialf conftitutions andediQts, incaſe 
3 otamanifeſtand permanentrebellion, there isnoneede of 
any formall Proces againſt thoſe that are attainted , but ra- 
ther by the tenor of the ſame it is permitted to proceed ac- 
tually (_ thoſe that are culpablc) by force of arines : 
and yet they cannot ſhew any ſuch manifeſtation of the Act 
which is now inqueſtion. Seeing thatthe King of Bohemia, 
did neither by practiſes, force, orothermeanes, intrude 
himſcife into che Kingdome, but entred therein, and tooke 
poſſeſſion by amoſt uſt Title , as beleening moſt affured! 
that the Crowne was vacant , as appeareth by the manifch 
* proteſtations and declarations by him publiſhed and ſent 

| mrtoallthe parts of Exrope. Inſuch manner , thar the notice 

required, ro formea Procefſe vponthe conſtiturions,againft 

the perturbarors of the publike peace, can haue no 4 in 
this ſubicCt; and it this pretended infration'befno notorious 
asthey ſayd, why did they not at their ſerue their turnes, 
with the reafons and ediQts of the Empire , which they now 
alledge? Why did they deferre eight monerhs , and vncill 
the aſſembly at Mathas/e», (whereof there could nor a copie 
be had, notwithſtanding all the inftance that could be 
therein)to frame a Proces in fo notorious a crime as th 
pretend itto be ?why did they notit:.an Aftholden to be (0 
euident, ftand to the conſtitutions publiſhed for rhe execu- 
tion of the Emperiall Ban > why did they not call rhe iurif- 
dictions to pur their helping hands theteynto ? But why in 
a crunemade fo notorious, did a greatpartofthe Cat 
lique Romaine ſtares declare themſchies Neutrall > VWhy 
were they prayed and requeſted as wellby the Ewperot, as__. 
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by the Arch Duke Albeztas of Auſtria, and Marquis $7/no/hyto 
continue and abide inthoſc tcarmes-of Neutralitic ? ſeeing 
it is fo,rhat in ſuch and the-like aQtions-concerning the pub. 
like neceſſitic of thc Conntrie, cuery one is bound ,tocontri- 
bure ſomething hereunto gand withourany exemption, to 
aide and fuccour thoſe,thatsherein arcopprefſed > Andhow 
comes it, that the Duke of Baurere, with his Armie 1ntima- 
ting the Empcriall commutlion, miketh a diftir-ftion be- 
eweene the EleCtor Palatine , and the arcs of Bohemia, 
whomhee ſaith hee would purſuc as notorious rebe'ts, A 
crime whercot he diſchargeth the ElcQor Palatine, when he 
ſaich, that touching h1m, the ſayd EleCtor, hee ſtood not in 
ſuch tzarmcs ; And befides all theſe thines , this pretended 
notoriouſnes is made voide and difanulled , by the diners 
deductions and apologics of the fayd edits of the Reaime 
of Bohcmia,which arcextant through outthe world. i++ 
 Wemuſt no leffe conſider for the firſt porar , rhar'in this 
exo1bitance, they {ecke to gr und che-pretended declarati- 
0n of the Empertiali Ban,onclytpon th: Emperiall conſticu- 
cions of the Empire, touching the publike peace, wnich ne« 
ucrthelcfſe, according to the tenor thereot , doe not con- 
ecrne nor bind the King of Bohemia, fecing that ſuchconſtt.
